He 
expressed himself as favoring an 
fnternational disarmament move- 


ment, but warned that it would be 


unwise and unsafe for this coun- 
try to reduce her military strength 
independently. 

‘tntil an international agreement 
fs reached, American should con- 
tinue to have a strong army and a 
g@trong navy,” said Pershing, ‘‘so 
that we would not find ourselves in 
en embarrassing position like that 
at the outbreak of.the war. If is 
not safe for one nation to disarm.” 

OCenfident ef Agreement. 

The general said it was his opin- 
fon that if the nations of the world 
would discuss disarmament, some 
agreement could be reached. He 
thought that the next president 
might well have this, nation take 
the leadership in bringing about 
guch a discussion. 

Pershing expressed doubt that 
France and Great Britain would be 
willing to consider armament re- 
duction at this time. 

“rl don’t believe France should be 
expected to disarm until Germany's 
treaty obligations are fulfilled, and 
until Russia is quieted,” said Per- 
“France is standing on 
guard in Europe. Great Britain, 
in the same way, probably would be 
unwilling to,reduce her navy until 
peaceful conditions are established. 

“fT have always been of the opin- 
jon that an understanding between 
the United States and Great Britain | 
would be the basis for an agree 


ment. The two nations have had 


. peace for a century, and war be- 


tween seems inconceivable, 
Time for Co-operation. 

“It seems to me, the time has 
arrived when the enlightened peo- 
ples of the world could get togeth- 
ed. If they cannot, we may well 
question whether eivilization has 

ot reached a point where it will 
dros itself. The next war is 
cértain to be vastly more brutal and 
destructive than the last.”

reported out a measure which would 
appropriate $90,000,000 for continua- 
tion of the 1916 naval building pro- 
gram of 156 vessels. Construction 
on capital ships in this program, 
interrupted by the war, is again 
progressing. The total amount 
asked for the navy—$395,504,444—is 
$37,775,000 less than for the current 
fiscal year, and $284,011,287 less 
than the navy requested. The com- 
mittee ignored the recommendation 
of Secretary Daniels and. the gen- 
eral board of the navy that a new 
three-year building program be 
adopted unless an international dis- 
armament agreement werg negoti- 
ated. Funds for construction are 
$14,000,000 less than for the present 
year, but the committee believes all 
work can be carried out as pro- 
jected. The report of the committee 
revealed the 1916 program will cost 
$972,000,000, of which a little more 
than half has been appropriated.

FLEVATOR WORKER 
PRUSHED TO DEATH 


C.. G. Lee Meets Almost 
Instant Death in Fall 
From Car in Transporta- 
tion Building. 


Claude Gladstone Lee, aged 19, of 
52 Park avenue, was crushed to 
death shortly after 3 o’clock Wed- 
nesday afternoon by an elevator in 
the Transportation building, in 
which he was employed as elevator 
operator. His brother, C. E. Lee, 
is the engtneer of the building. 

There were no witnesses to the 
accident by which the young man 
met his death, and only a minute 
after he had conversed with his 
brothem Engineer Lee. 

The accident occurred between the 
first and second basements of the 
building. After discharging a pas- 
senger. in the second basement the 
young man clos@d the elevator 
doors and the car began to ascend. 

While the car was half-way be- 
tween the first and second base- 
ment floors, the operator evidently 
slipped and fell partly out, and his 
body was caught between the car 
and the floor. 

The screams of the imprisoned 
man attracted the attention of a ne- 
gro porter, who ran into the en- 
gineer’s office and informed him 
that something had happened. 

“Never will I be able to forget 
the sight that met my eyes as I 
rushed to the elevator shaft,” de- 
clared Lee. “I looked down through 
the glass doors of the shaft, and 
there, upon the floor of the eleva- 
tor car, 1 saw my brother’s hands 
and the back of his shoulders and 
head. I don’t know how it hap- 
pened. It was awful. 

J. B. Grant, manager of the build- 
ing, who ran to the elevator shaft 
a moment after the brother of the 
operator had reached the scené, at 
once hurried to the main floor, en- 
tered the elevator car by removing 
a slide from the roof. and lowered 
the car. 


The body was taken to a local 
undertaking establishment.

TARIFF FAILURE 
UPON DEMOCRATS 


Inability to Force Cloture 
Assures Death of Emer-/| 
gency Measure—Hot De- 
bate in Senate. 


TIME NOW TOO SHORT 
TO REVIVE MEASURE

Most Optimistic Outlook 
Is That Bill Will Fail to 
Become Law by Pocket 
Veto Route.

Washington, February 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The defeat of the emergency 
tariff bill was assured today upon 
the failure of the senate to force 
cloture, the republican proponents 
of the measure being gratified to 
the extent of attempting to place 
the repsonsibility upon the demo- 
crats. “That the leaders of the fight 
for the bill did not in reality desire 
its enactment at this time has been 
apparent from the beginning. 

The vote was 36 for adoption of 
cloture to 35 against, less than the 
necessary two-thirds majority. 

The cloture petition was support- 
ed by 25 republican and 9 democrats 

7 republicans and 
28 democrats. Many on both sides 
were paired. 

Prior to the vote, Senator Me- 
Cumber, republican, North Dakota, 
sought unanimous consent to fix.a 
date for a vote on the measure, ex- 
plaining that if consent were given 
the cloture the proposal would not 
be called up. 

Underwood Replies. 

The agreement asked by Mr. Me- 
Cumber immediately brought a def- 
inite declaration from Minority 
Leader Underwood, who informed 
the North Dakotan that the cloture 
had come from the republicans and 
that the democrats had decided to 
“see it through.” Mr. Underwood 
added that the democratic senators 
would “listen to any reasonable 
proposal” once the cloture vote was 
out of the way. 

Mr. McCumber replied he had 
hoped it would not be necessary to 
eall upon the cloture proposition. 
He suggested setting February 15 
as the date for a vote. 

“It is not the intention..of those 
opposing the tariff bill to avoid a 
final vote,” My, Underood retorted. 
“But now that the cloture plan has 
been brought in by the republicans, 
we expect to see it through.” 

Immediately after the defeat of 
the. cloture motion, Senator Sim- 
mons, Of North Carolin ranking 
democratic member of the financial 
committee, offered a proposal for 
unanimous cénsent to vote on the 
bill February 18, and then modified 
this at the suggestion of* Senator 
Penrose, republican, to February 16, 

Just when it appeared that an ar- 
rangementwouldbe had for a vote, 
Senator Williams, of Mississippi, 
democrat, interjected, and declared

Senator Williams’ objection was 
a distinct surprise to the democratic 
leaders, who had planned to force 
the republicans to vote on this emer- 
gency tariff bil, believing that meas- 
ure is becoming more and more un- 
popular throughout the country.

in Circulation. 


DETECTIVES EXPECTING 
TO MAKE ARRESTS SOON 


Officers Believe That the 
Tickets Were Printed 
Outside Atlanta—Print- 
er Is Now Sought. 


Discovery of an organized plot to 
issue counterfeit street-car ticke: 
books to Atlanta patrons of the 
company was admitted by officials 
of the Georgia Railway and Power 
company last night, who declined, 
however, to name the amount which 
has already been involved. " 

W. T. Gloer, chief operative of 
the Adams Detective agency, who 
has been active on the case for 
several days, stated that arrests of 
several of the alleged gang of 
crooks were momentarily expected. 
He declined to name the number of 
mcn involved or to give their names, 
but admitted that 200 of the books 
had been found and destroyed in 
Atlanta while about fifty had actu- 
ally been placed in circulation. 

Hard to Buy Books. 

Recause numerous patrons 
throughout the city were unable tv 
purchase tickets on widely sepa- 
rated lines of the company, rumors 
were in circulation to the effect that 
the company had called in all books 
issued. 

“This report was vigorously de- 
nied later, however, by Detective 
Gloer and by officials of the com- 
pany. 

While the opertaions of the gang 
was confined to small proportions, 
the discovery is believed to have 
saved the company thousands of dol- 
lars in revenue due to the wide- 
spread popularity among Atlantans 
of the books, superinduced by the 
company’s advertising urging every- 
one to use the tickets. 

Not Printed in Atlanta. 

It is not believed that the tickets 
were printed in Atlanta, according 
to Detective Gloer, and his office 
has concentrated its efforts on as- 
certaining the location of the prini- 
er. The spread of the system to 
other cities is believed probable 
should it have succeeded in Atlantu.

Campaign in Atlanta Will

| The decision to raise a mainte- 
nance fund of $40,000 for expanding 
the child-saving work of the Geor- 
gia Children’s Home society and the 
unanimous election of William Can- 
dler, prominent Atlanta business 
man, as chairman of the movement, 
resulted from an enthusiastic meet- 
ing of 100 or more representative 
men and women of the city at the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce Wed- 
nesday night. 

The necessity for largely in- 
creased activity by the state’s only 
child welfare agency and the tre- 
mendous benefits that acczue to the 
community at large through ade- 
quate machinery for the purpose, 
were brought out in a splendid ad- 
dress by Marcus C. Fagg, president 
of the National Children’s Home 
and Welfare society, and active 
head of the Florida state organiza- 
tion. 

Indorsed by Blackburn. 

Another speaker who heartily in- 
dorsed the expansion program was 
Burr Blackburn, secretary of the 
state board of public welfare, who 
said that his work deeply impressed 
him with the merit of the Georgia 
society’s ministrations of the state's 
allotment of unfortunate chfldren. 
Mr. Blackburn commended Robert 
B. McCord, state superintendent of 
the society, as a man “whose heart 
and soul was in his work,” and told 
the audience that Georgta’s interests 
demanded activity on a_ broader 
scale. 

Joseph ‘B. Cumming, Jr., promi- 
nent lawyer of Augusta, Ga., deliv- 
ered a brief address on his experi- 
ence in promoting a similar move- 
ment for the society 
Stiles Hopkins, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee, who presided un- 
til he put Mr. Candler’s name In 
nomination, also spoke on the im- 
portance of the project, as did Ju- 
lian Boehm, Lowry Arnold, Super- 
intendent McCord and others. 

Mr. Candler, in his speech of ac- 
ceptance, pledged “everything in

Solicited by Mall. 

The people of Florida, said Mr. 
Fagg in his address, gave $126,000 
last year solely through sgolicita- 
tions by mail toward supporting 
their state child-saving agency, 
which operates along identical lines 
with the Georgia society. This made 
it possible to locate, care for and 
find- private homes for 1,500 chil- 
dren last year, he said. In his so- 
ciety’s only campaign for funds, he 
said, the city of Jacksonville gave

“If Atlanta contributes its §$40,- 
000 quota,’ he declared, “it will: be 
easy to raise whatever else is need- 
ed throughout the state. Atlanta 
must lead the way if the Georgia 
Children’s Home society is to ful- 
fill its urgent and vitally impor- 
tant mission.” 

Mr. Fageg’s address explained? how 
both the Georgia and Florida socie- 
ties .conduct their humanitarian 
work. Bables and children handi- 
capped through ‘death of parents, 
parental unfitness, poverty, disease 
or other adverse circumstances, are

What he charged were podlitical at- 
tempts to discredit the > achieve- 
ments of the peeple who won the 
war, ; 

In the course of a five-hour ex- 
amination by a house war investi- 
gating committee, Mr. Dawes struck 
with sledge hammer blows at crit- 
ics, who had tried, he said, to de- 
tract from the glory of the great 
achievement by picking flaws and 
parading trivial faults three thou- 
sand miles away. At times the air 
was thick with a stream of oaths 
for which the witness frankly con- 
fessed he had neither apology nor 
excuse, . 

Late in the day he reiterated an 
earlier offhand statement as to his 
own part in politics, which was 
accepted to mean that he would not 
become a member of Mr. Harding’s 
cabinet, a position with which his 
name has been linked. Even be- 


fore his views on this subject were 
expressed, Mr. Dawes sharply de- 
nounced the present system of con- 
ducting the federal government, an 
evil of a hundred years’ standing, 
he declared, with which investiza- 
tors might better afford to deal 
instead of trying to scoop water 
already over the dam. 

Mr. Dawes was called by demo- 
cratic members of the committee to 
rebut testimony relating to waste 
and extravagance and partieular- 
ly with reference to liquidation of 
American accounts in France and 
sale of surplus stocks to the French 
government. He hotly answered 
charges that food and clothing sup- 
plies might have brought more 
than the $400,000,000 paid »y France.

A system of double taxation will 
be put into effect in Fulton coun- 
ty immediately in cases where own- 
ers of property, both real and per- 
sonal, do not return their proper- 
ty to the tax recelver, as the re- 
sult of action taken by the coun- 
ty commissioners Wednesday after- 
noon at thelr regular monthly 
meeting at the courthouse. At the 
same time a new tax rate for amuse- 
ment houses was fixed, which 
freatly increased the rates of the 
Picture houses and the legitimate 
houses, while that of the vaunde- 
ville houses remain the same. 

A fight to lower the overhead ex- 
penses of running the courthouse 
was seen when Commissioner J..Osy 
car Mills, chairman of public build- 
ings, was empowered to investigate 
the operation of the county officials 
so far as space in the courthouse 
is concerned and to take steps to 
stop any Illegal expenditure of 
money in the upkeep of the county 
buildings. 

Send in Big Bills. 


Although most of the officials are 
on the “fee system,” and making 
“a mint of good from it,” “the bills 
that they sent the county to pry 
out of the taxpayers money, has 
reached such a stage that !t is 
alarming,” it was stated at the 
meeting. ’ 

Sensational exposures were hinted 
by commissioners and Colonel E. K.

The county, started the fiscal 
year with a large debt amounting 
to approximately $800,000. The 
county tax rate was raised to meet 
this deficiency and all the commis- 
sioners have stated that they will 
make an effort to clean up this 
debt and if possible lower the rate 
for 1922. 

It has been the consensus of 
opinion among the commissioners 
that a number of people in Fulton 
county have been dodging paying 
their taxes, which served to in- 
crease the taxes of those who re- 
turned thelr property to the tax 
receiver.

The gathering was held under the 
auspices of the men’s club of the 
church.

Robert C. Alston, 

“Sunday is an institution where 
the church, by moral suasion, is to 
set the example as to what or what 
not should be done, and, as for the 
question of passing laws to force 
the observance of the day, we just 
can’t do it,” Mr. Sutton said.

(Special.)—Approval of the war de- 
partment of the United States of a 
change in the inscription to appear 
on the proposed portrait statue cof 
Jefferson Davis for the Vicksburg 
National park having been secured 
by William T. Rigby, chairman of

the commission, the work of secur- 
ing funds for erection of the statue 
will now be pressed vigorously. 


General K. M. Van Zandt, com- 
mander-in-chief of the United Con- 
federate Veterans, will appoint a 
committee to aid fn raising the nec- 


essary funds, and it is proposed to 
ask the several ‘state legislatures 
of the fourteen states interested 


in the proposed statue to make ap- 
propriations. As the legislatures 
of Arkansas, Atabama, Missouri, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Ten- 
nessee and Texas are now in ses- 
sion, the confederate officers, vet- 
erans and others interested in each 
of these states should act prompt- 
ly, without waiting for the appoint- 
ment of General Van Zandt’s com- 
mittees. 


Other States. 


The other states interested are 
Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisi- 
ana, Maryland, Mississppi and Vir- 
ginia, and in these states it is 
hoped that a campaign will be stari- 
ed and pushed vigorously that each 
state’s quota may be collected quick- 
ly so that the proposed statue in 
honor of the confederate chieftain 
and leader mayt be placed in the 
National Military park along with 
the statues erected to the memory 
of the other great leaders in the 
big conflict. 

Captain Rigby, who is superinten- 

dent of the park, .8 a union soldier, 
and he has worked wonders in the 
development of the park, which is 
full of association with many of 
the southern states on account of 
the part taken by their troops in 
the battle of Vicksburg. 
. When the movement was first 
started for a Davis statue in the 
park the request was made that it 
should bear his title as president 
of the confederate states. To this 
objection was raised, because it 
is strictly a military park and 
none but military records appear 
upon any of. the statues. Atten- 
tion was direected to the fact that the 
Grant statue inscription bears the 
military record of the commander- 
in-chief,of the United States army. 
and has no reference to the fact 
that he had been president of the 
United States. 

Other instances that can be cited, 
as for instance, Lawson S. Rose, 
eolonel in the confederate states 
army, was later elected governor of 
Texas. The inscription on his stat- 
ue does not refer to the fact that 
he had been governor of Texas, and 
merely covers his.military record. 

On the statue of William F. Vilas. 
of Wisconsin. who was a United 
States senator and a member of 
Cleveland’s cabinet, erected by Mrs. 
Vilas, bears only the military rec- 
ord. 

John B. Sanborn, colonel of the 
Fourth Minnesota, is not mentioned 
as governor, but the _ inscription 
shows his military record. 

Rigby Takes Action. 

However, when the Vicksburg 
chapter, Daugh‘ers of the Confed- 
eracy, adopted «resolutions opposing 
the erection of the statue unless the 
inscription borne the words desired, 
Captain Rigby took the matter up 
with the war department and 8e- 
cured permission for the following 
inscripton to appear on the pedes- 
tal:

New Orleans, February 2.—The 
Standard Oil company here an- 
nounced the second cut this week 
in gasoline, the retail price today 
being placed at 261-2Zc—one cent 
less than yesterday. 


Gasoline prices have been reduced 
in thany states surrounding Geor- 
gia, but local dealers have received 
ne intimation that a similar policy 
is contemplated in this state. The 
Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
sey announced a reduction of a cent 


a gallon for gasoline and kerosene 
on Wednesday, effective in North 
Carolina, Virginia, Louisiana, Mary- 


land and New Jersey. 

A similar reduction may be ex- 
pected in this state “tomorrow, in 
@ month or never,” according to an 
official of the Standard Oil com- 
pany in the local distributing 
agency. The price in this state is 
controlled by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Kentucky which is not di- 
rectly affected by the price policy 
of the New Jersey concérn. Offi- 
cers of the Texas company, the 
Gulf Refining company and the 
Reed Oil company said they saw no 
indications of a coming price re- 

uction here. 

They stated they could not ex- 
plain why the price of kerosene and 
gasoline should not be cut in this 
state, while it is being reduced in 
other localities. The retail price of 
gasoline here is 31 cents a gallon, 
and that of kerosene oil 20 1-2 
cents a gallon. The reductions an- 
nounced Wednesday by the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey 
established wholesale prices of 
271-2 cents and 171-2 cents for 
gasoline and kerosene, respectively, 
in Jersey City and Baltimore.

Washington, February’ 3—Whisky 
warehouses will be closed through- 


out the caquntry under terms of an 
order issued to the 50 prohibition di-: 
rectors by Prohibition Comniission- 
er John amer. Withdrawals, ex- 
cept for sacramental purposes and 
the retail drug trade will stop until 
further notice. It is believed this 
will curtail the supply of illicit liq- 
uor. The action is the most drastic 
the enforcement division has yet 
taken. 

Kramer’s orders followed a rul- 
ing by Attorney General Palmer 
that wholesale liquor permits, ex- 
cept those held by manufacturers 
and wholesale druggists, must be 
withdrawn. Internal Revenue Com- 
missioner Williams announced that 
on the strength of the order reg- 
ulations governing issuance of the 
permits are being revised. It. is 
presumed withdrawals will be al- 
lowed again after the new regula- 
tions are in force. 

Claim Permits Abused. 

It is the bélitef of enforcement of- 
ficers that most of thé liquor with- 
drawn and illegally diverted has 
been through the abuse of the 
wholesale permits. More than 300 
of these were issued, and the hold- 
ers were authorized to buy lquor 
in large quantities, and dispose of 
it in one way or another to the 
200,000 and more permit holders of 
other classes. 

Palmer reached these conclusions: 

“The authority of the commission- 
er of internal revenue to issue per- 
mits for the sale in wholesale quan- 
tities of intoxicating liquor is lim- 
ited to manufacturers ‘and wholesale 
druggists.

This is the 
lowest level American coal has 
reached since it began declining 
when the figure was

The French dealers, it was stated, 
approved the fixing of the new price 
as a temporary measure. 

The new price for American coal 
was made necessary, according to 
government officials, through the 
fear that France would be glutted 
with American coal and therepy we 
forced to suspend partly or wholly, 
its mining industry. There now is 
more than a six months’ supply of
